This invention represents an eatraordimary ad- 
vance in record reproduction.

The 
air vibrations set up by the diaphragm pass 
first through the tone arm and through 
the amplifymg arm; but in the new repro 
ducer these famihar objects di r, 
and three electrical units take their 
place. The first — the _ electrical 
sound box icks up the vibrations 
from the r by means of a needle, 
converts them into electrical energy. . it is of 
an entirely novel type. There is no toné arm, 
and there are no bearings for the needle- 
holder. The needle-holder is fixed directly 
to a thin diaphragm, to which ager form 
of oil “dampin; ” is applied. oil-tight 
casing contains also electrical coils, es 
pieces, and a permanent magnet, all of which 
are immersed in oil. 

This novel form of construction of the 
electrical sound box ensures that the needle 
will track with great accuracy, and that wear 
on the record will be much reduced. 


NO BATTERIES. 

The valve amplifier is the second unit. The 
current generated by the electrical sound box 
is increased hy this amplifier sufficiently to 
actuate the loud speaker. All musical tones 
from the lowest frequencies of bass notes to 
the highest frequencies of treble notes must 
be amplified equally. The “ His Master's 
Vcice ” amplifier fulfils these requirements 
theroughiy when measured for “ gain " from 
fcrty vibrations per second (low bass) to 
8,00C vibrations per second (high treble}. 

The special power unit incorporated in the 
amplifier enabies it to operate on alternat- 
ing current electrical supply mains. If, how- 
ever, is required to operate from direct 
ewrrent mais, a simple motor generator is 
supplied for converting the direct current 
mtc alternating current. No batteries are 
required, and the amplifier is exceedingly 
powerful. , 

The loud speaker is the third. It is an 
entirely new development, not only in con- 
struction, but in 
embodies the result of a more complete under- 
standing of the loud speaker operation. 
There is no horn. This is because a horn to 
reproduce the lowest musical tones would 


have to be of auch emormonvs dimensions as | 


to be impracticable, even using the most ap- 
proved methods of folding im order to 
economise space. 


GIANT HORN EFFECT. 

A horn to compare in any way with the 
new loud speaker would have to be about 
9 feet high, over 8 feet wide and 6 feet in 
depth, and the weight would be about a tou 
and a half. The new loud speaker consists 
of a thin membrane under tension, and 
so ‘‘tuned”™” that a wave tratelling out- 
wards from the “driving coil” near 
the centre moves in time with the sound 
wave set up by the same movement. There 
is no differential “focussing” of tones.

TRADITIONAL AIRS FROM: THE 
GAELTACHT. 


As ts go by se grata ns for gathering 
traditional songs, AU preserved in more or 
less true native idiom, dwindles fast. At 
worst, airs are lost for ever at the death of 
old folk who knew them; and when, excep- 
tionally, such airs are passed on to a younger 
generation, the chances are that they become 
altered under the influence of co ing 
knowledge of other musical modes. yhen 

ms gh and accordeon enter in, bringing 
Englis music-hall melodies to cottage 
cross-road gatherings, purity of traditional 
style sooner or later goes out beyond recall. 
Corruption—in the technical sense—is going 
on so fast now that work done in the gather- 
ing and recording of old tunes in the past 
quarter of a cemtary has acquired a value 
that hardly can have been foreseen in full by 
those who engaged in it.

Lord Esher, who was privileged to 
watch at close range the transformation 
of a Prince into a King, thinks that for 
King Edward the years between 1880 and 
1897 “were clouded by a failure to main- 
tain the high average of the previous 
two decades,” and an increasing slowness 
to grasp the trend of popular sentiment 
in England and abroad. 

“Then suddenly there dawned for him a 
St. Martin’s summer. It appeared to date 


from the day when he led into the saddling 
enclosure at Epsom his first Derby winner.

“A great deal of nonsense was talked 
‘about the exclusion of King Edward,’ when 
Prince of Wales, from public affairs, but the 
truth was that from his marriage in 1864 he 
was the best-informed man in the kingdom, 
and not only knew the mind 'of the Govern- 
ment, but was taken inte confidence by the 
leaders of the Opposition, and very often 
knew more about what was going on than 
the Queen herself. The Queen had no inten- 
tion, however, of sharing the throne with her 
son after the fashion of the Roman Emperors. 
‘It was inevitable that the Prince should 
take his mother’s place in the social life of 
the people, but the Queen saw a distinction 
between the political and social functions of 
the Monarchy. She consistently adhered to 
her point,’ and, Lord Esher says, ‘ It is im- 
possible to doubt that she was right.’ ” 


VIGTORIANISM VINDICATED. 


Lord Esher devotes his concluding 
chapter to a vigorous defence of “ what 
is parochially called the Victorian age.” 
When he finds himself confronted with 
‘recent descriptions of “the dingy lives 

the silly enthusiasms we 

our moral timidities,”’ he 
wonders at his lack of observation in 
having seen so little of all this, and 
thinks—carrying the war into the 
enemy's camp—that possibly “ there is 
nothing very rollicking about the neo- 
Georgians.”’ 

‘* There is,” he says, ‘‘ perhaps, no 
half-century in our history which con- 
tained a larger number of men spending 
their lives in combating the narrow 
creed, the contentious spirit of profes- 
sional conservatism, than during the last 
fifty years of Queen Victoria’s reign.”’ 
He has little difficulty in disproving the 
charge that in this half-century the 
problems of religion, democracy and sex 
never were faced by leaders of public 
opinion, but only approached “ obli- 
quely ” and from the “ gentler angle of 
compromise.’’ Gladstone, Huxley, New- 
man, Darwin, Disraeli, Tennyson, 
Carlyle, Swinburne—the mere recital of 
names is enough to refute any critic who 
uses the term “ Victorian’’ for “an

WIRELESS TO PLAY A PART. 


A new relief expedition leaves New York 


Brazil in the hope of finding Colonel P. H. 
Fawcett, the knglish exp! whe has not 
been heard of. since May, 1925. 

The expedition will ; ided by Com. 

I Dyott, who acknowledges 
wireless as the meatis of saving his party 
last year during an attack by native bandits 
in the same district. His return to the South 
American wilderness is being financed by a 
group, which includes friends of Colonel 
Fawcett, cager for more news of the lost 
explorer. 

Commander Dyott will sail for Rio de 
Janerio, and hopes to be in the wilds by 
the first of the year. Should Colonel 
Fawcett turn up after the relief party has 
eutered the jungles Dyott relies upon his 
radio equipment for word from the other. 

REPORTED ALIVE. 

The principle objects of the new explore 
tion are to search for Colonel Faweett and 
to seek the basis of reports which lured 
him into the interior—that the jungles hide 
ruins of an ancient civilisation, whose walls 
and temples lie crumbling under the tangled 
branches south of the Amazon. 

There is no definite recard of a white man 
ever having entered that district and emerg- 
ing to tell the tale. The region is about 
by 200 miles in area. 

Commander Dyott and friends of the lost 
we: cecha discount the report of Roger Courte- 
ville, a Brazilian engineer, who claims thai 
Faweeti 18 living on a farm only twenty miles 
from a telegraph station. 

Commander Dyott believes that Fawcett 
has been killed by hostile Indian tribes, or is 
being held a captive. If he is living on a 
farm, as Courteville insists, it is because he 
has been unbalanced by illness or some 
trogedy to his expedition, says the head of 
the narty. 

The American Radio Relay League has 
promised Commander Dyott the co-operation 
of 12,000 amateur operators, who will be on 
the watch for messages from his party, Most 
of these will be sent between midnight and 
5 am. to be picked up by other amateurs or 
experts of the Naval Research Laboratory at

MEMORY TRAINING FOR THE 
MUSICIAN, 


To guard against lapses the musician who 
wishes to memorise music must fortify himself 
by the development of several faculties. 
‘The means of committing music to 
memory,’ writes Mr. Gerald Cumberland in 
‘“ Memorising Music’ (London: The Richards 
Press. Price ós.), “are so varied, and they 
can be so closely co-ordinated, that they can 
make the music wholly secure against even 
momentary forgetfulness.’" In successive 
chapters of the book, Mr. Cumberland dis- 
cusses five faculties of memory that can be co- 
ordinated for the gaining of confidence in 
memorising—and sel!-confidence, he asserts, is 
more than half the battle. The five faculties 
are muscular memory, aural memory, visual 
memory, emotional memory, and intellectual 
memory. Ability to memorise is not an ex- 
ceptional gift, but merely a matter of train- 
ing. In showing how to set about the training 
lies the value of this little book. Probably 
there is no other book on the subject ; yet the 
subject is one of practical importance to 
thousands of musicians,

SYMPHONY ORCHESTRA 
FOR DUBLIN STATION. 


FIRST CONCERT NEXT 


SATURDAY. 

By the orgamsation of a symphon 
orchestra, whose performances in a public hall 
will be given before an actual audience, an 
important addition has been made not only 
to the musical resources of the Dublin Broad- 
casting Station but also to the factors for the 
development of ‘orchestral music in Dublin. 
Occurring as it does in a season that already 
has seen the advent on a new and promising 
basis of the young Philharmonic Orchestra 
in cheerful rivalry with the still vigorous 
Orchestral Society, the event strengthens the 
hopes of people who feel that what Dublin 
wanted to sustain its musical repute was 
the development of our orchestral resources. 

The first concert, to be given by the 2 RN 
Symphony Orchestra next. Saturday, is re- 
garded as an experiment, and on the results 
attending that concert will depend the deci- 
sion as to the provision of further concerts 
of the same kind In the first place, the 
broadcasting authoity will want to be 
satisfied that an orchestral programme of 
the kind is welcomed by “listeners” in the 
Free State. Having regard to the volume 
of wishes for such a programme conveyed 
to the authority, and to the appreciation 
aroused by every such advance made by the 
English broadcasting service, there ought to 
be little doubt oa that point. In the second 
place, it is necessary that the concert shall 
attract a certain miuimum number of persons 
to the actual performance, which will be m 
the Metropolitan Hall, Dublin. When we 
remember the size of the faithful following 
that supported the Sanday orchestral concerts 
in pre-war days and then reflect on the great 
enlargement of appetite for orchestral music 
since that time, this condition also ought to 
be fulfilled, if the right standard of quality 
is set, as regards both programme and per- 
formance, from the outset. It seems likely 
that there are in Dublin some hundreds of 
people who will be glad to attend popular 
orchestral concerts at an admission charge oi 
a shilling. 

The policv of including community singing, 
with orchestral support, seems a good one. 
In Belfast. as in English centres, this element 
In popular concerts has won favour, and tt 
adds to the entertainment of listeners on 
“the wireless.’ On the other hand, it 
probably will be a mistake. to include in 
these programmes performances such as are 
heard, perhaps, with too great frequency in 
the ordinary studio programmes from Dublin 
Station. Musical enthusiasts who organise 
events for the public are too prone to dis- 
trust then tastes and to make their 
worst mistakes in attempts to meet what 
they deem to be popular taste. If they 
would only believe it, they represent an 1m- 
mense number of equally serious musical 
people, who know where they can have the 
“popular “”— kind of music at any time, and 
welcome the opportunity for enjoying the 
rarer kind. it there is to be a symphony 
orchestra, let it give us plenty of the music 
that only a well-organised symphony orchestra 
can prov ide properly The old Sunday 
audiences were not lured to orchestral con- 
‘popular’’ numbers; they attended

POETRY’S MISSION. 


Summing up, he would say that poetry 
was a means towards the poetry of life. It 
helped them to see in nature and in: life the 
beauty that the poet had found there, and so 
to win for themselves the poet’s way of look- 
ing at things. I[t helped to keep alive within 
them what was ever tending to wither and 
fade—their sense of the mystery of this 
world, their reabsation of the deeper signfi- 
eance of things. It was thus a perennial 
source of refreshment to the spiritual within 
them. It was a liberating influence, momen- 
tarily freeing them trom the thraldom of cvs- 
tom and habit ef thei everyday conventicnal 
world, elt distracted them from the purely 
practical and useful side of things to show 
them with their higher and more lasting 
aspects—sub specie eaeternitatis. lt 
likewise a revealer, unveiling the loveliness 
that was in every slightest thing wrought by 
the Author of Beauty, when left unspoiled 
hy man. To them life and the world around 
then, was ever growing “ weary, stale, fiat 
and unprofitable,’ until there came to them 
seme divine influence—love or religion, or, 
in a humbler way, poetrv and the arts, recon- 
ciling them to it, casting upon it “ light 
that never was on sea or land,” intruding a 
sense of the infinite into the deings of their 
daily lives. 

That message all true poets delivered, each 
ascording -to his particular temperament and 
gitts, m a manner of his own. “It is the 
mission of certain poets to rediscover nature 
for us,” coneluded the rev. lecturer, *‘‘ to 
make us see it in a new light and love it 
with a fresh love.” 

“Tó look upon the hills with tenderness, 
And make true friendship with the streams 
and groves.”

A CHARITY SERMON IN 
DUBLIN, 


- 


The controversy in the Church of Eng- 
land was dealt with yesterday in St. 
Francis Xavier’s Church, Upper Gardiner 
Street, Dublin, by the Rev. Michael 
Phelan, S.J., when he preached a sermon 
on behalf of St. Brigid’s Orphanage, 
Eccles street. 

‘‘ Charity should begin at home,’’ said the 
Rev. Michael Phelan, 8.J., ‘‘ and before 
the English people poured out a hundred 
thousand pounds a year for the perversion of 
Irish orphans they should look to their own 
country, where they will find at their very 
doors ample demands for money and brains 
and earnest endeavour. Passing by the slum 
population in the large cities, where Chris- 
tianity is long since dead, and animal 
paganism is as rampant as in any portion of 
mid-Africa, let us turn for a moment to 
the state of helplessness that reigns in the 
Anglican Church. 

‘“We see dignitaries in high places re- 
ceiving large salaries for as. ““R the doc- 
trines of Christ, yet openly, and without 
disguise or apparent gualm of conscience, 
denying belief in the very pillar-truths of 
Christianity, the inspiration of the sacred 
Scriptures, the resurrection of our Lord, even 
the question of His divinity.”’ 

This scandal, he continued, would 
be bad enough if they were unanimous, but 
cleavage, division and contradiction is of 
daily occurrence. 

“ ANARCHY.” 

When the supreme  State-appointed 
authority is appealed to, instead of definitely 
proclaiming the truth or denouncing the 
offender, the publi- is treated to plausible 
generalities clothed in graceful diction. How 
very different from the manly ring of the 
Pope, when he excommunicated the French 
modernists, and cut off the diseased member, 
lest it should corrupt the entire body ! 

This state of helpless anarchy in the 
English Church should cause no surprise; it 
is the inevitable outcome of private judg- 
ment. When private judgment was set 
up as the final eourt of appeal in matters 
spiritual, when every man became his own 
Pope to determine the number of sacraments, 
to accept or reject what doctrines he wished, 
the backbone of teaching authority was 
broken. Where else could it all end but in 
a babel of confusion? When the key-stone 
from the arch is struck out the walls must 
come tumbling down. 

The day England rejected the supernatural 
authority of Christ’s vicar she put out to 
sea, but left the trusty pilot—Peter—on 
shore. Small wonder, then, that the ship 
has foundered upon the rocks, and is going 
to pieces to-day. 

“A MAD ACT." 

The present generation is paying a bitter 
price for the mad act of their fathers in 
cutting themselves adrift from the stable 
unity of the Catholic faith. This is not a 
subject for us to rejoice over, continued the 
preacher ; it appeals to our pity, our charity, 
and our prayers. There is one consoling 
feature that arises out of this religious tur- 
moil—namely, the daily increasing volume 
of voices that are heard on every side pas- 
sionately crying out: ‘‘Give us back the 
Mass; restore to us our sacramental Lord.’’ 

The day the tabernacles were rifled and 
the sanctuary lamps extinguished an outrage 
was committed, and religious peace died in 
the heart of England. For a thousand 
years the soul of the nation was sustained 
on Holy Communion. 

At -the Reformation Christ became an 
evicted tenant in a land where He ruled for 
a decade of centuries. Surely the nation 
with its own religions in such a precarious 
state should reserve all its efforts for its 
own people instead of bribing agents to 
capture and proselytise young Irish orphan 
souls, those orphans that were flung upon a 
cold cheerless world, beset on every side by 
enemies armed with wealth, and hungry for 
their souls’ destruction. 

The outlook would be black, indeed, except 
for the one grand fact: that though an earthly 
father might die the Father in heaven still 
remains—the Father who feeds the ravens and 
the woods, and who marks even the sparrow’'s 
fall—_that Father surely will not forget the 
Dublin orphans, whose souls are stamped 
with His own image, and are still radiant 
with baptismal splendour. 

Concluding, the preacher said that of the 
many deserving institutions in the City of 
Dublin there was none more worthy of 
support than St. Brigid’s Orphanage, with its 
320 children, whose cause he confidently leit 
in the hands of the generous public.

N.S.P.C.C. AND CHILD NEGLECT, 


The National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children investigated 35,508 com- 
plaints of neglect and cruelty in England, 
Wales and Ireland during October. Of the 
3,478 cases completed 3,363 were found true, 
affecting the welfare of 8,492 children and 
involving 4,880 offenders; 3,186 cases were 
warned or advised, 36 were prosecuted and 
convicted, and 171 were dealt with by 
transfer or in other ways. From its founda- 
tion in 1884 the Society has dealt with 
1,348,216 cases, involving 3,700,694 children. 

In the Dublin branch during the same 
month 73 cases were dealt with, affecting 
165 children. The Dublin office is situated 
at 20 Molesworth street.

STATE. 
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HOW TO ASSIST 


THE FARMER. 


COMMERCIAL EDUCATION IN THE 
UNIVERSITIES. 


Sir Walter Nugent, speaking at the 
annual dinner of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce last Saturday, said that the past 
year was memorable because, for the first 
time, the Constitution had been accepted 
by the vast majority of the Irish people, 
and it was now generally agreed that any 
changes or modifications must be brought 
about by constitutional methods, 

Sir Walter urged the vital importance 
of developing agriculture, and the neces- 
sity of helping the farmers in the 
way of cheap money and low rates of 
transport. The best market in the world 
was the nearest to us, and everything 
possible should be done to develop it, 

In responding to the toast, Lord Glenavy 
put forward what he considered to be the 
only solution for the unemployment 
problem—the greater expansion of private 
enterprise, the investment of capital in 
productive work, a radical readjustment 
of relations between Labour and u.nital. 
and the substitution of conciliation and 
compromise for strikes and lock-outs, 

Responsibility for the plight of the 
British ex-Service men in the Free State. 
he declared, must rest on the shoulders of 
Great Britain, and to Great Britain it 
should be not only a duty, but an obliga- 
tion. At the same time, we must all 
remember that the ex-Service men were 
our own citizens, and we could not shirk 
or avoid our own share of contributing to 
their support and relief. 

The Chief Justice said that the Free 
State started out under two handicaps— 
partition and the tradition that we wore 
the cap and bells, and were “the funny 
man of Europe.” We must get rid of the 
latter idea and make the most of Saorstat 
Eireann until we had, at least, one fatted 
calf to spare “ when the prodigal province 
returns to its fatherland:”’ 


IRELAND’S BEST MARKET 
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IMPORTANCE OF DEVELOPING 
AGRICULTURE. 

The dinner took place in the Royal College 
of Physicians, Kildare street, Dublin, and 
there was a large attendance, presided over 
by the President, Mr. J. C. M. Eason, 0.B.E. 

The toast of “The Ring” having been 
honoured, 

Sir Walter Nugent, Bart., P.C., proposin 
the toast of “ The Irish Free State,’’ a 
that though the Free State had been in exist- 
ence for five years, this year would always be 
memorable because for the first time the Con- 
stitution had been accepted by the vast 
majority of the Irish people, and it was now 
generally agreed that any changes or modifi- 
cations sought for must be brought about by 
constitutional methods. 

“The more extreme elements of the com- 
munity, as well as the more moderate,’”’ said 
Sir Walter Nugent, “have taken common 
action in placing their services at the disposal 
of the State, with the result that more in- 
terest is felt in its development and more 
confidence in its stability. 


PRACTICAL POLITICS REPLACING 
TIMENT. 

“Sentiment is gradually being replaced by 
practical politics, and there is more interest 
now taken in the business development of the 
country than in the parade of old grievances, 
real or imaginary, which have so long been 
the cause of strife amongst us. Irishmen are 
beginning at last to realise that the Free 
State is theirs, and that they have the power 
to make what they will out of it. 

“Is it not, then, to our interest that our 
country should be made as highly productive 
as possible? The result would be a reduction 
in taxation and fresh capital made available 
for the development of Irish industries. Should 
we not manage our own affairs so that there 
would be no longer any reason for the exist- 
ence of a dividing line between North and 
South when mutual interests and ideals 
urgently call for its removal? 

IMPORTANCE OF DO VELOPING 
AGRICULTURE. 

“Now let us turn to ways and means,’ 
continued the speaker. : 

“Ireland is an agricultural country, and if 
she is to prosper it must be by the develop- 
ment, of agriculture. At present farming is 
at a low ebb, and that notwithstanding the 
fact that the year’s harvest was excellent 
and in the main well saved. Something must 
be done, and done quickly, if the industry is 
to be preserved, and this the Minister for 
Agriculture has given the best proof that he 
realises. 

“Changes are, no doubt, necessary in the 
system of farming, but that takes time as 
well as money; the immediate necessity 1s 
to see that this year's surplus crop is 
marketed to the best advantage. For this 
organisation is required, and I would 
suggest that representatives of the 
Ministry, the transport companies, and 
the farmers’ unions should meet 
with the object of devising machinery for 
the assembling, transport and marketing of 
farm produce in Jarge quantities. Such action 
would give immediate relief, and a nucleus 
of machinery would be formed which might 
be added to year by year. 

“ More, however, is needed to enable 
farmers to retrieve their position. They will 
require help in the way of cheap money and 
low rates of transport, besides the machinery 
already referred to. These are matters that 
could be profitably discussed by such a com- 
mitee as | have suggested. 


POSSIBLE MARKETS. 

“ Let us turn for a minute to our possible 
markets. The best in the world is the nearest 
to us, and this year, unfortunately, the crops 
in England being very poor and badly saved, 
they require any surplus we have to dispose 
of. The English transport companies have 
expressed their willingness to join with our 
own railway companies ‘n quoting low rates 
for all such produce delivered to them in 
bulk. Is jt not for us then to take advantage 
of that offer? 

‘- Should we not also as a nation do our 
utmost to establish the friendliest relations 
with our nearest neighbour, and endeavour to 
develop to the fullest extent the market which 
is at our door? All old causes of quarrel 
should be forgotten, as they have been elimi- 
nated, and, dwelling no more on the past, all 
our attention and effort should be turned to 
the present and future, and we should all do 
our utmost to make Ireland what it ought to 
be, one of the most prosperous, as it 1s one 
of the most fertile, countries in the world. 


(Applause. ) 


UNEMPLOYMENT EVIL. 
LORD GLENAVY AND THE 


ONLY SOLUTION, 


Lord Glenavy, in responding, said that the 
uests were indebted to the enterprise and 
wspitality of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which had given them, in the repetition of 
the annual banquet, an opportunity of takin 
stock of the position in so far as it affecte 
many matters which wece outside the arena 
of acute political controversy, but which had 
an intimate relation with the civic and in- 
dustrial life of our city and country, and 
which on that account were well deserving of 
frank aknd friendly discussion at a function 
such as that. The one which he considered 
in its urgency and importance transcended 
all the rest was the existence and evils of 
widespread unemployment. 

In considering this problem they had got 
to realise that their young State had come to 
stay, and that whatever its fate and future 
might be depended on themselves, and 
themselves one. To accomplish any 
success . in reg to is problem 
of unemployment or any of 


> 
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social questions that were so pressing 
they must get rid, once and for all, of 
retort and recrimination about happenings of 
Six years ago. 

CONSTRUCTIV : COMBINATION 
INSTEAD OF DESTRUCTIVE CRITICISM. 
“We must,” said his Lordship, “ sub- 
stitute constructive combination for destruc- 
tive criticism afd trust and good-will for 
suspicion and hatred, and then we can con- 
centrate ourselves in united effort to uplift 
the moral and industrial life of our people.’’ 
External conditions were all favourable— 
the people of Great Britain and the great 
Dominions beyond the seas had given prac- 
tical proof of their sympathy oad good-will. 
The United States was only too anxious and 
willing to play a part; France was holding 
out a friendly hand; and the League of 
Nations had taken them under its wing. 
There had been at home very recently a 
distinct advance and decided contribution on 
these lines in the avowed determination of 
their politicians. to rely in future upon con- 
stitutional means for the furtherance of their 
ideals, and in the recognition that a joint 
and confident sense of peace and security was 
an essential condition for any progress. 

He had also found hope and encourage- 
ment in the recent protracted debate in the 
Dail on the question of unemployment. He 
had read the speeches with interest, and 
while others had criticised them as barren of 
suggestion and fruitless, he welcomed them 
for their frank recognition of the exictence 
of this evil, and the transparent and :cere 
desire on the part of all speakers to make 
their contributions to its solution, as 
well as in the general ‘admission that 
State aid to the permanent solution 
of this problem would be worse than 
the disease. State aid could bring temporary 
relief by emergency works of public utility, 
but there was a limit to what the taxpayer 
could stand in this respect. Experience 
here and elsewhere of State enterprise had 
left behind it many monuments of wide- 
spread extravagance and financial failure. 
Nor could it find a solution in legislation. 
“ You cannot feed hungry people on Acts 
of Parliament,” added his Lordship, “ nor 
is it. to be found in an indiscriminate and 
wholesale barrier of hostile tariffs, which, 
by penalising the community as a whole by 
unlimited increase in the cost of living, is 
doomed to be as great a failure as the 
attempt to feed a dog with the bones of its 
own tail. 


THE ONLY SOLUTION. 

“The only solution, in my opinion, for 
this problem of unemployment,’’ said Lord 
Glenavy, ‘‘is to be found in the greater ex- 
pansion of private enterprise in the 
investment of capital in productive 
work ; in matical readjustments of 
the __ relations between labour and 
capital, and the substitution of concilia- 
tion and compromise for strikes and lock- 
outs. Remarkable, and fated to be successful. 
momentous and far-reaching are the experi- 
ments now being made on these lines by 
captains of industry, and leaders of labour, 
on the other side, in substituting courts of 
concilation for the arbitrary dictates of 
associations of employers and trade unions; a 
more generous distribution of profits to 
labour in prosperous years; creation of 
pension schemes ; association of labour in the 
management of industry by creating per- 
manent and well-paid posts, which will be 
filled from the ranks of the more experienced 
and skilled labour. On these lines alone we 
will find a permanent and radical cure for 
ine evils of unemployment. Progress upon 
them in the Free State, with its limited in- 
dustrial activities, must be slow, but it would 
be sure, and the advance of industrial peace 
would stimulate and attract the investment 
of capital in productive enterprise, not only 
at home, but from abroad, and thereby not 
only enable our workimg class to maintain 
its present standard of living, but relieve 
them from the humiliation and demoralisation 
of charity and doles.’’ 

Complication had been added to the 
problem by the inclusion in the ranks of the 
unemployed of so many thousands of ex- 
Service men—men who to-day found them- 
selves in a condition of hopeless privation and 
misery through no fault of the own, and as 
a result of their response to the call of 
honour and duty. The causes for this priva- 
tion and suffering were two-fold. In the 
first place many of these men came back to 
find their occupations filled by others and 
the state of industry such that employers 
were unenable to employ additional hands. 
Many thousands though fortunate to escape 
maiming or crippling, and thereby debarred 
from pensions, brought back with them the 
seeds of many diseases, the outcome of gas 
poisoning and exposure in the trenches, and 
these men were not equal to competition as 
able-bodied men in the open labour market, 
and, while they were willing and anxious to 
work for a living wage, they were up against 
the standard rate which employers were not 
only unable to reduce, but were not at liberty 
to reduce. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND THE EX-SERVICE 
MEN. 

Those were the conditions under which 
these men suffered, and he was glad to see 
that recently, as a result of the debate in the 
Dail, representatives of all parties seemed to 
realise that they had an obligation of honour 
to these men. Responsibility in the main 
must rest on the shoulders of Great Britain, 
and to Great Britain it should be not only a 
duty, but an obligation. 

“ But,” he continued, “we must all re- 
member that they are also our own citizens 
and we cannot shirk or avoid our own share 
of contributing to their support and relief, I 
earnestly hope that these unfortunate men will 
not be allowed to fall between two stools, or 
be made pawns in the political game by the 
Governments of the two countries, but that 
they will see that it is their duty, by mutual 
co-operation and contribution, to evolve some 
scheme which will bring permanent relief to 
these men who deserve so much at our 
hands.”’ 


CHIEF JUSTICE ON 
HANDICAPS. 
PARTITION AND THE TRADI. 


TION OF CAP AND BELLS. 


The Chief Justice, who also responded, said 
that there was a certain appropriateness in 
his being associated with Lord Glenavy in 
responding to the toast of ‘‘ An Saorstat 
Fireann ’’—which was Ireland—because it had 
been their experience that material prosperity 
was reflected in the conditions of that profes- 
sion, which was a sort of barometer of pros- 
perity—(laughter)—and he was happy to be 
able to say t"ere that, to use the language of 
theatrical agents, they were playing to 
bumper houses—(laughter)—and, therefore, 
he, for his part, had no reason to take a 
essimistic view of the country. (Hear 
ear.) They were so frequently reminded 
that they were a young State that it was 
sometimes necessary to remind themselves 
that they were an ancient nation. 

The country had now set forth, as it were, 
in the clothing of a young State, and he 
might refer, perhaps, to two handicaps under 
which it had started out on that new career. 
In the first place, he thought the handicap 
which was present at all times to all their 
minds was that which arose by reason of the 
partition of their Northern province, which 
was a matter, not merely of heartburnings, 
but was, in fact, a circumstance which ham- 
pered their progress and did place impedi- 
ments in the way of their national develop- 
ment. It prevented a welding together of 
the people of the country into that national 
and economic union which ought to exist in 
the facts of things as they are, and they 
confidently believed that it was only the 
postponing of a day when they would be 
united with them in co-operation in organis- 
ing this country, economically and nationally, 
for its advancement. In the meantime they 
ha’ in the truncated State, which it was 
their duty to make the most of, to do the 
best they could to develop the situation as it 
was, to make the most, economically and 
nationally, of the State unit which had been 
created under the title, Saorstat Eireann, and 
to look forward to the day when they pete: 
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calf to spare when the prodigal province 
returned to its fatherland. 

“THE FUNNY MAN OF EUROPE.” 

He thought that the other handicap under 
which they laboured was this—that they were 
suffering from the residue of propaganda 
which had existed for many a, long 
day: that they were an amusing people, 
but of no serious importance. A writer 
had said that the Poles were like the Irish— 
convincing, but ineffective. That was a 
tradition against which they had to labour 
at the start of things in this now State, 
“We have to see,” he said, ' that we are 
no longer the cap and bells of the worid; 
the funny man of Europe.”’ 

He thought that that tradition was first 
broken when the language movement started, 
and when a new seriousness was imported 
into the language by the young men who 
gathered round that movement, and when 
they tried to excise from the public mind 
the old tolerated stage Irishman, and the 
old tolerated sunburstry of oratory. In the 
last ten years he had seen what the young 
men of Ireland wer ecapable of. They had 
seen those young men, with stolid, stern, 
serious determination, enduring privation, 
suffering, and death in the fight for |! 
liberties which they now enjoyed. In that 
new doggedness which appeared in their life, 
and which, he thought, had produecd a new 
outlook and a new type, he saw hope for the 
future; he saw an answer to the taunt, 
** convincing, but ineffective,’’ and it seemed 
to him that if the virtue that had been 
developed and displayed by their young men 
during the past ten years—now not called 
for in terms of war, because they had ar- 
rived at’ peace—could be diverted into the 
development of thé material and spiritual life 
of the country, then, indeed, the future of 
this country would be a great one. (Ap- 
plause. ) | 

Their place in ‘the world was not yet as 
important as their development at home, and 
the first obligation of a Government—he 
had nothing to do with party government— 
the first obligation of all Governments was 
to take up the threads with the young men 
who were ayajlable in this country, and 
try to provide them with new objects and 
new outlets for the determination and 
character that had been developed, and :f 
that was done, in his opinion the unemploy- 
ment problem would merge into the general 
development of the country, and would cease 
to be a matter of one party, a matter of 
battledore and -shuttlecock from one to 
another and back again. On these general 
consideration he ventured to say that: there 
was every ground for hoping that in a short 
time, if they set themselves against that old 
picture of themselves, of a fascinating, but 
ineffective people, they could gather together 
In some effective programme, and then, 
indeed, the future of the country was 
assured, and they would have not a 
truncated country, but a whole nation from 
sea to sea, (Applause. ) 


REGRETTED ABSENTEES. 

The President, proposing the toast of “ Our 
Guests,’’ expressed appreciation of the fact 
that they were honoured by the presence of 
so many distinguished guests. He had re- 
ceived apologies from the Provost of Trinity 
a ahd Captain Nutting, Governor of 
the Bank of Ireland, both of whom were 
ill, and he hope that 
they would soon recover. They also 
missed the Presidents of the  Bel- 
fast and Derry Chambers of Commerce. 
as it would have been a very pleasant thing 
to have had with them representatives from 
bodies who were carrying on similar work 
in Northern Ireland to that which they were 
trying to do for commerce in the South. It 
would have made them feel how many things 
there were that united them. ‘He thanked 
Lord Glenavy and the Chief Justice for the 
stimulating and interesting speeches they had 
delivered. The Chamber was very much in- 
debted to Lord Glenavy for the remarkable 
note he had struck in his s eech, and they 
appreciated that they had had from the Chief 
Justice a little bit of the idealism that re- 
minded them that there was something else 
in the world beside material prosperity. The 
presence of Dr. Coffey was a visible sign of 
the interest which he and the University had 
shown in commerce. The University had the 
distinction of being the first to start in the 
direction. of giving lectures on commerce 
while Trinity College was doing the same. 
Commerce was not merely the foundation of 
the State, but it had ramifications through 
every part of its life—it was the girders on 
which the superstructure was built. In it 
and other things they were facing now a 
different state of affairs from that which 


expressed the 


their forefathers faced. 


UNIVERSITIES AND COMMERCE. 

At was not so long since the doctor trained 
his own apprentice; and they had now reached 
the stage in technical education when they 
realised that the sys of apprenticeship was 
not fitted to presént-day needs, and where 
the system when managers were trained from 
the bottom upwards was passing away. It 
would be ridiculous to suggest that em loyers 
would draw all their employés from the uni. 
versities, but it was necessary to realise that 
there was a large volume of information which 
it was necessary rel those who were to 
exercise supervision and control of i 
ghould know, and which it was not ei 
them to secure in business. One of the things 
which was particularly necessary was a train- 
ing in statistics, and he suggested that this 
could be got in the universities, which also 
could do a Bp deal in the way of research 
into industrial problems. Business men were 
re hed for not teaching their employés 
sufficient about economic matters, but it was 
not a fair reproach, because if was not their

It was a great and a most necessary 
institution,, and he congratulated the 
Chamber of having such a President. He 
favoured the suggestion of the President as 
to co-operation between commerce and the 
universities, aud said that the National Uni- 
versity would endeavour to carry out its 
obligation to commerce. 

Mr. F. H. Harte, President of the Incor- 


porated Chamber of Commerce and Shipping, 


Cork, also responded. 

Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., in proposing the 
toast of the President. said that if the 
example set by the President during the past 
vear was followed by every other citizen 
Treland need have -no fear for the future. 
The fact that the Government had appointed

IRISH WHEAT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—Since the few distilleries finished buy- 
ing in their supply of wheat, there are no 
buyers for the wheat threshed during the 
last few weeks, and the growers, after paying 
rent, wages and threshing expenses, are 
now left with the grain lying in hired sacks. 
Because they till their land and give employ- 
ment those men are to be penalised. First, 
there is the neglect of the Minister for Agri- 
culture, whose duty was to issue an order 
to all the Irish mills to use even 10% of 
Irish-grown wheat with their blends of foreign 
grain. Secondly, the millers, who seek pro. 
tection for “Irish " flour made from foreign 
grain bought from countries that buy nothing 
from us, refuse to buy home-grown wheat 
that would help the only branch of agri¢ulture 
that gives employment and helps to keep men 
on the land. 

If the Minister for Agriculture would 
devote a little more time to the tillage and 
less to the grazing side of agriculture, there 
would be fewer country-men crowding into 
the city and fewer city workmen seeking help 
from the St. Vincent de Paul Society to feed 
their starving families.—Yours, etc.,

THE BRAY RAILWAY SERVICE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The Great Southern Railways have 
recently completed extensive alterations at 
Bray Station, principally comprising a new 
arrival platform, at a cost which is said to 
be well over £20,000. The new platform 1s 
seldom used, as most trains arrive at and 
depart from the old platform, as heretofore, 
so that, apparently, it has been provided to 
deal with the rush of week-end traffic during 
a few of the summer months—a type of 
traffic which certainly has not improved Bray 
and can hardly augment the company’s 
revenue to any appreciable extent, Regular 
travellers find it. difficult to reconcile this 
lavish expenditure with the continued neglect 
of their material comfort in the out-of-date 
rolling stock provided for them on this 
section of the line. Cast-off stock from the 
old Great Southern and Western and the 
Midland Great Western, with narrow, spring- 
less seats, flat flathe-burners, windows minus 
straps and draughty doors, which one would 

ardly expect to find in the remote country 
districts, are what is provided, particularly 
on the Hargourt street line, in face of the 
increasing ‘Bus and tram competition. 

Surely the policy of the management 
should be to encourage people to reside along 
the line, and to endeavour to retain those 
who already have the misfortune to do so, 
by the provision of decent rolling stock, such 
as is to be found on the Howth line. While 
finding grievous fault with such short-sighted 
management, [ would at the same time like 
to bear testimony to the commnedable 
punctuality of the train service under the 
new régime.—Yours, etc.,

Road and Rail. 


In Dail Eireann, last Friday, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce told 
Deputy Moore that he saw no occasion 
for a conference between the railway 
companies and private omnibus owners 
before the railway companies were 
authorised to run road services. He de- 
precated the suggestion that a destructive 
campaign on the roads was threatened 
whereby labour conditions and the 
country’s transport interests might suffer. 
We think that Mr. MacGilligan is a little 
slow to recognise the growing urgency of 
the transport problem. The Free State is 
not the only country in which the rivalry 
of road and rail has brought about a per- 
plexing situation. In England the deci- 
sion of the five railway companies to 
petition Parliament for unrestricted 
powers in respect of road transport has 
excited lively controversy ; and the World’s 
Motor Transport Congress last week 
adopted a resolution affirming the value of 
co-operation between railway and motor 
transport. We have urged the need for a 
Transport Ministry, charged with the co- 
ordination of transport services, as the best 
means to evade conflict, waste and in- 
efficiency, and we are glad that on 
Wednesday an effort will be made in the 
Free State Senate to bring the matter to 
a point of decision. Senator J, TI. 
O’Farrell intends to propose a resolution 
calling for the establishment of such a 
Ministry “or Department.” His motion 
alludes to the present lack of national 
or local control of transport, with ‘conse- 
quent wasteful competition and chaotic 
services. 

The urgency of transport reform must 
be evident to Mr. MacGilligan every 
evening at the “rush” hour, when the 
headlong tide of motor omnibuses pours 
forth from Dublin. Overcrowding is so 
common that the police regulations seem 
to be honoured solely in the breach, and 
excessive speeds are reached in the rivalry 
of company with company, The public 
may be the gainer of cheap fares, but 
most citizens gladly would sacrifice a 
little expenditure to the securing of 
regular services. Every branch of transport 
is disorganised ; for railways are obliged 
to adjust their runnings to competition 
with erratic rivals. Sometimes railway 
trains are cancelled, only to leave the 
public at a loss through the temporary 
collapse or withdrawal of the alternative 
road service. Again, the roads suffer 
through the precipitation upon their 
surfaces of volumes of transport that 
ought to be restricted to the rails. The 
State is the loser by the dissipation of 
taxable income. These evils would be 
eliminated before they have wrought 
economic and bodily havoc if the example 
of Germany were copied—with appro- 
priate modifications—in Ireland. In Ger-

have been merged in one concern, in which 
a majority of shares is held by the Reich 
or public bodies. This concern negotiates 
directly with the railways concerning the 
division of the nation’s traffic load. 

If Senator O’Farrell’s motion is passed, 
the Free State Government will be able 
easily to carry it into effect. Offices con- 
cerned with different phases of transport 
in the Departments of Industry and 
Commerce and of Local Government will 
need but to be detached from their 
present control and brought together 
under another Minister, If the German 
example were followed, moreover, the 
postal administration would be taken into 
the consultation between road and rail 
authorities. The objections against the 
adding of a new Minister to the Govern- 
ment, indeed, would be removed ‘if trans- 
port and communications were brought 
under one head. Another benefit which 
would flow immediately, as we think, 
from the setting up of a Trans- 
port Ministry would be the consequent 
realisation of the nature of the country's 
road problem. We have given the Free 
State Government the high credit that it 
deserves for the immense improvement in 
the- roads during the last four years,

Maturity in every civilisation is marked 
by a falling birth-rate. 
Empire, at the climax of its glory, was 
fertile in schemes for the encouragement 
of large families. During the last thirty 
years France has resorted to similar ex- 
pedients with a like lack of success. To- 
day the phenomenon is almost universal. 
The birth-rate is falling in the United 
States; a low ‘‘ record ” was reached in 
the latest statistics for Great Britain; 
and even in Eastern Europe, where con- 
ditions still are less artificial, the nuám- 
ber of unproductive marriages has shown 
a swiít increase since the end of the Great 
War. In Hungary, for instance, the re- 
cent decline of births has been so notable 
—2,259 families owning substantial estates 
have produced only forty children yearly 
during the last five years—that a law is 
in contemplation under which childless 
couples will forféit a part of their land 
to parents of large families. The decline 
in Europe and America is due to a com- 
bination of causes, including, as, perhaps, 
the chief factors, the waning force of 
religious sanctions and, 
classes, higher standards of living and the 
growing severity of competition in in-

The Toy Industry. 


To-morrow, in London, the Medici 
Society will open an exhibition of native 
hand-made toys—a sign of the extent to 
which the industry of toy-making has 
grown in England. Toy-makers aré estab- 
lishing themselves, says The Observer, in 
many of the villages of Surrey and Corn- 
wall, Is theré any reason why this 
industry, which demands only simple 
equipment and no very elaborate training, 
should not flourish also in Ireland? 
Although fashions in toys change, like all 
other fashions, a demand is likely to re- 
main for unpretentious, but life-like, 
designs, carved in wood, of familiar farm- 
yard animals, Noah’s arks and toy furni- 
ture. Children generally are conservative 
in their preferences, If the same toys are 
not handed down from one generation to 
another, the reason, perhaps, is, not so 
much instability of taste as wear and tear. 
In the Christmas season of 1927 model 
railway trains will not lose the place which 
they have held so long as the most popular 
of toys. Even if railways eventually 
should be superseded by aeroplanes, it is 
probable that they still would retain their 
popularity in the playroom. No other 
method of locomotion has been devised 
which gives in miniature so pleasing a 
sense of power to the young beginner. 
Manufacturers must march with the times, 
however, in some respects, and it is not 
surprising to find a demand also for 
motor-"buses and model’ of the motor-car 
which achieved the world’s speed record. 
Models bearing such legends as “Step on 
the gas” and “ Excuse my dust,” sup- 
posed to be typical of the United States, 
give a satisfactory impression of extreme 
rapidity. Tin soldiers, miniature cannons 
and implements of war do not seem to be 
quite so much in evidence as formerly— 
a development which ought to rejoice the 
hearts of workers in the cause of world 
peace. Perhaps, this tendency may be 
due to the fact that military uniforms are 
not so bright as they were in the days 
before the Great War. The most typical 
feature of modern war—a bombardment 
from the air—-scarcely would appeal to 
parents even if toy-manufacturers could 


insufficiently realised. This would be market it in a realistic manner. 


The Roman 


The opening of the new offices in London 
of. the Malay States Information Agency 
was the occasion of an interesting account 
of the Federated Malay States by the 
Right Hon. W. Ormsby-Gore, Acting 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. To 
many it will be a little surprising that 
these territories should be described as 
“by far the richest of all the great tropical 
Dependencies of the Crown.’’ It is also 
surprising, perhaps, to learn that the 
Government services in these centres of 
oriental opulence have a difficult task to 
secure suffitient recruits. There are many 
educated and enterprising young men who 
will learn with lively interest of the open- 
ings in Malaya for the desirability of 
which an officer of the Imperial 
Government vouches. This year nineteen 
cadetships in the service of the Malaya 
Government were offered, and only nine 
were filled. The reason for this strange 
neglect appears to be the immense expan- 
sion of the colonial services, 
diversion to Nigeria of big numbers of men 
from the older universities. Beside the 
State, the plantations offer attractive 
openings. Mr. Ormsby-Gore observed 
that when he entered the House of 
Commons seventeen years ago the revenue 
of the Federated Malay States was 
£3,000,000.. Last year it was four times 
as large. In 1910 the export of rubber 
was 5,400 tons. Last year it had grown 
to 164,000 tons. In the same period the 
value of exports and imports rose from 
£18,000,000 to £72,000,000. The Malay 
States—which many a young man knows 
only by their romantic postage stamps, 
with emblems that suggest Blake's “tiger, 
tiger, burning bright’’—are lands where 
opportunity still beckons.

Twenty persons were injured ut Paisley 
road Toll, Glasgow, yesterday morning, 
when a motor ’bus overturned and a two- 
seater motor car dashed into a crowd of 
people who were assisting the injured 
passengers. 

A saloon motor car, proceeding down 
Great Wellington street, turned into 
Paisley road, and was confronted with a 
heavily-laden Paisley-bound ‘bus. The 
driver of the latter vehicle tried to avoid 
a collision, but in doing so struck the car 
in the rear. The ’bus then skidded, and, 
colliling next with a stationary tramcar 
at the Toll, swerved on to the pavement, 
and finally crashed into the window of a 
boot shop, turning over on its side. 

A large crowd gathered, and, with police 
officers and tramwaymen, worked hard to 
free the imprisoned passengers, ten of 
whom were found to be cut and bruised. 

Just as the passengers were being ex- 
tricated a two-seater motor car, proceeding 
from the city, dashed into the midst of 
the onlookers, scattering them in all 
directions and causing ten further 
casualties. 

All the injured were taken to the Royal 
Infirmary, where four were detained. The 
driver of the two-seater was taken to the 
police station.

HEART FAILURE © AFTER 
OPERATION. 

Earl Cathcart, who had been ill for 
three weeks in a London nursing home, 
died of heart failure after an operation 
on Saturday last, aged 65. 

George Cathcart, fifth Earl, was the 
third son of the third Earl Cathcart, and 
he succeeded his brother in 1911. In 1919 
he married Vera Estelle, widow of Captain 
de Grey Warter, 4th Dragoon Guards, and 
the issue of that marriage, Lord Greenock, 
aged eight, now succeeds to the title. 

Lady Cathcart was divorced in 1922, the 
Earl of Craven being cited as co-respon- 
dent. Early in 1926 she visited the United 
States of America, but was detained at 
Ellis«Island by the immigration authori- 
ties, who accused her, as a divorced 
woman, of being guilty of “moral turpi- 
tude.” Eventually, however, she was per- 
mitted to enter the United States.

COMPLETION OF SECOND 
STAGE, 

Sir Alan Cobham left the Hamble River, 
Southampton, in his flying boat Singapore 
at 8.25 a.m. yesterday on the second stage 
of his 20,000 mile aerial survey of Africa. 
He had been delayed by adverse weather 
conditions for 48 hours, but when he left 
yesterday weather reports indicated en- 
tirely favourable conditions. He hoped to 
reach Bordeaux about 5 o'clock last even- 
ing.

Among the Republicans Mr. ' Hoover 
received 844 votes ; Mr. F. Lowden, former 
Governor of Illinois, 766; Mr. Charles 
Hughes, former Secretary of State, 333; 
and General Dawes, 148. On the Demo- 
cratic side Mr. Al. Smith, with 1,071 
votes, appears to be faced with little 
opposition, Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
being his nearest competitor, with only 274 
votes.

He denies 
all knowledge of the matters with which 
he is charged, and objects to being extra- 
dited on the: ground that the charges 
against him are of a political nature. 
is expected that because of this objection 
the process of extradition will take up a 
whole month. 

The arrested man said that he had come 
from Paris, and was contemplating going 
back to Vienna, when he was:taken into 
custody.

INDICTMENTS EXPECTED IN 
U.S. OIL SCANDAL.

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

Liberty Bonds worth $100,000. deposited 
in the name of H. M. Blackmer, the miss- 
ing Teapot-Dome witness, were found to 
have disappeared from their s:fe deposit 
box yesterday. They had been seized by 
the United States Government on orders 
given by the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Blackmer is reputed to be in Paris. 
Unless he comes to Washington by 
January 7th to meet contempt chargés, 
the Bonds will be confiscated, according 
to an announcement by the United States 
Government attorneys. 

Feverish activity in the offices of the 
United States Government prosecutors 
yesterday indicates that indictments were 
probably being made out against persons 
accused of jury-tampering in the recent 
Fall-Sinelair trial. 

It is said that the indictments will 
probably be made public to-morrow. There 
is much public interest in the question as 
to how many persons will be reached by 
the jury-fixing indictments. 

William Burns, head of the detective 
agency, sixteen of whose operatives are 
alleged to have been engaged in shadow- 
ing the Fall-Sinclair jurors at the behest 
of ‘the defence, indicates by his attitude 
that he expects to be indicted. 

Mr. H. Mason Day, Vice-President of 
the Sinclair Exploration Company, a lieu- 
tenant of Mr. Harry F. Sinclair, is 
believed also to be included for indict- 
ment. 

Speculation is keen as to whether Mr. 
Sinclair himself will be indicted. That 
Mr. Fall will be involved is considered 
only remotely possible, as the ill and 
broken ex-secretary has been allowed to 
return to New Mexico, his home State, to 
recuperate before the opening of the new 
trial of himself and Mr. Sinclair in 
January on the charge of criminal con- 
spiracy to defraud the United States 
Government.

STORY OF POLITICAL 
CONSPIRACLES.

From “THE Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 


BERLIN, Sunday. 

A judicial investigation into the forgery 
of Soviet Russian banknotes in Frank- 
furt has brought out hints of all sorts of 
international political conspiracies, but 
many of the alleged details lack confirma- 
tion as yet. Forged notes began to appear 
in Berlin during August. They were 
traced to a Georgian refugee, named 
Sadathierschwili, who was arrested. A 
search of his luggage revealed five plates 
for the printing of notes. Sadathierschwili 
is understood to have told the examining 
magistrate that he was involved in the 
forging operations for political rgasons. 
In repeated examinations the authorities 
obtained information which led to the dis- 
covery of the press employed in Frank- 
furt and the arrest of some ten more 
persons, mainly belonging ‘to extreme 
reactionary circles. 

When the press was raided 120,000 notes 
were discovered in an incomplete stage, 
together with large quantities of water- 
marked paper. Sadathierschwili is under- 
stood to have been on the staff of the 
Avaloff Bermondt Baltic Corps, and, after 
that adventure was over, to have lived in 
Georgian émigré circles in London, 
Madrid and Paris. All the Berlin news- 
papers publish to-day a description of the 
alleged political background of the 
forgeries issued by the B.S. Korrespondenz 
Agency. Most of them are careful to 
point out that the facts given have not 
been confirmed, and to leave the responsi- 
bility for them entirely with the Agency. 
In this version reference is made to a 
“ committee of nine ” for the liberation of 
the Caucasus, which is stated to have 
existed for some time in Paris. It is 
understood to be composed of representa- 
tives of the National Government of 
Georgia, Azerbaijan and North Caucasus, 
which was driven out by the Bolshevists. 


ANTAGONISM. 

The name of the Chairman is given as 
Spiridon Kedia, a Georgian National Demo- 
crat, in consequence of whose influence a 
certain antagonism has arisen between the 
Democrats and the Georgian Menshevists. 
The National Democrats are stated to de- 
sire to achieve the liberation of the 


Caucasus, with British, Italian and 
German aid, and the Socialists, with 
French and Polish aid. Two delegates of 
the Committee are alleged to have sought 
support, ‘particularly in reactionary 
Bavarian circles. Attempts to raise money 
this year are understood to have failed in 
England and Italy, because of the opposi- 
tion of the Franco-Polish Party in the 
Committee. 

At leneth it was decided, 
B.S, Korrespondenz, to forge Soviet bank 
notes abroad, and thereby both to finance 
the Caucasian liberation movement, and 
to deal a blow to the Soviet dictators. The

enterprise was run by Vasilius Sadath and 
Sadathieraschwili, who, it is alleged, not 
only made the arrangements for the print- 
ing of the notes, but organised a network 


of agents, stretching across Europe from 
Madrid to Constantinople, for the purpose 
of passing the forged notes in small 
quantities in each place, so as not to 
attract attention. These agents, it is 
added, were of all nationalities: some of 
' them were Germans, mainly belonging to 
Munich reactionary circles.

TWO IRELANDS. 


MR. DE VALERA AND THE 
NORTH. 

In an editorial article 7'’Ae Zimes remarks : 
During the last month nearly all the 
Nationalist boycotters of the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland have yielded to facts and 
to the representations of their constituents, 
and have taken the oath and their seats. 
Their action terminates a very unfortunate 
chapter in the history of the Catholic and 
Nationalist minority of the Six Counties, and 
gives Mr. Devlin, the leader of the Opposi- 
tion in the Belfast Parliament, a coherent 
group of followers, who have already made up 
for lost time by imposing its first all-night 
sitting on the House. Only Mr. de Valera, 
whom the Nationalists of County Down were 
rash enough to elect in April, 1925, and his 
follower, Mr. Donnelly, remain obdiurate. 

The Republican leader has, indeed, made 
it quite clear that he will not take his seat, 
and will continue to disenfranchise his 
Northern constituents, because there is no 
hope of a Republican majority in the 
Northern Parliament. This artless confession 
shows that Mr. de Valera has learnt a little 
since his gunmen attempted, to their own 
great discomfiture, to coerce the Northern 
loyalists. Yet it will scarcely comfort the 
Nationalist electors, who must remain un- 
represented during the life of the present 
Northern Parliament as long as their can- 
didate persists in a gesture which, in 
Northern Ireland, is no more than a grimace. 
There is little hope that Mr. de Valera and 
his Republican staff will make the smallest 
contribution to the cause of Irish union, or 
even to the furtherance of a good economic 
understanding between North and South. 

The discovery recently made by the police 
of. the Irish Free State that the Irish 
Republican Army has been storing arms and 
munitions in Belfast does not necessarily in- 
dicate that its surviving members propose 
to revive the war in Northern Ireland. It 
is true that Mr. de Valera and his followers 
in the Dail have inflicted a defeat by a 
small majority on the Government by their 
unexpected championship of the grievances 
of the ex-Service men. But Northern 
Irishmen will rightly attach more im- 
Em to the attempts made by Mr. de 
'alera and his lieutenants to excite popular 
hostility on the eve of Armistice day against 
the display of the Union Jack and other 
Imperialistic emblems. 

The use by Mr. Sean Lemass of the argu- 
ment that the display of the old flag in 
ae of the Irishmen who died in the 
Great War in scores of thousands is an insult 
to the memory of the men who died—there 
were some hundreds of them—for the Irish 
Republic shows that the intellectuals of 
Fianna Fail are as intolerant as ever. Their 
attempts at intimidation were unsuccessful. 
The Dublin police did their duty admirably, 
and the burning by incendiaries of the 
British Legion’s new hall at Inchicore was 
the only untoward result of much inflam- 
matory language. But the Northern loyalists, 
whose memories are long, will not forget 
these speeches, as they will not forget Mr. 
de Valera’s threat to punish the Six Counties 
for their refusal to unite with the twenty- 
six by the imposition of prohibitive duties 


‘| upon their imports into the Free State. 


The more logical minds among them will 
be interested to observe that Mr. de Valera, 
who protested against the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty on the ground that it was signed 
under duress and did not represent the free 
choice of the Irish people, has no scruples 
whatever in threatening to impose economic 
duress in an analogous case upon the great 
majority of the people of the Six Counties.

THE RESTLESS AGE. 


“The farm situation is bad because of 
the country’s failure to co-operate with 
Europe. This constant disregard of the 
need of world fellowship and neighbourli- 
ness must react on the economic life of 
the country. On each of my visits to 
Western civilisation I am more and more 
impressed by the restlessness there,” he 
states. “Life is pushed to an endless 
pace. Americans are mistaking their 
wants for needs, and each day sees new 
wants created. Many of these things are 
unessential. : 

ie Europe also is catching the fever. so 
it shows where modern civilisation is head- 
ing. Americans to-day are not really 
living. They are being driven.” 


WILL BE WIPED OuT. 


Captain Aaronson predicts that without 
the right leadership the United States. 
like the Byzantine Empire, would reach a 
point of great material development and 
then be wiped out by a new movement 
from some other quarter of the globe. 

The spiritaal leadership is very poor, 
he commented, and yet there is no other 
place where people reach out to God as 
they do in America. That extreme 
materialism, on the one hand, and, on the 
other, that extreme longing to find some- 
"thing, is so evident over there. 


FOLLOWING THE CROWD. 

“Ministers, regardless of all creeds. are 
following the crowd, not leading them.

THE WORKER. 


AN IRISH ECONOMIC 
CHAPTER, 


há 


Mr. Johnston, F.,T.C.D., lectured on ‘‘ Co- 
operative Associations of Workers” at Lime- 
rick on Friday, 18th, and at Cork on Satur- 
day, 19th inst., under the auspices of the 
Municipal Technical Institute. 

He said that the co-operative idea may be 
traced back to Robert Owen (1771-1858), the 
well-known philanthropist and social reformer. 
Owen and his school believed in the essential 
goodness of human nature, and that it was 
only necessary to discover the “ natural 
order ” of society in order that men should 
enthusiastically adopt it. He believed a 
system of mutual self-help to be the “ natural 
order,” and this is the fundamental idea in 
all co-operative association. Disbelieving m 
violence and in political action, he sought to 
to vealise his ideal by precept or propaganda 
and| example. He founded co-operative 
colonies or communities at Orbiston, in 
Lanarkshire; New Harmony, in Indiana, 
United States of America, and elsewhere, all 
of which, with one exception of peculiarly 
Irish interest, came to grief owing to com- 
mercial mismanagement, the selfishness _ of 
individual members, and other causes. 

The failure of these co-operative productive 
societies convinced practical men that it was 
useless to enter the field of production in com- 
petition with existing producers. 
“ Rochdale Pioneers,’? who initiated what is 
now the enormous Consumers’ Co-operative 
Movement, acted instinctively on the principle 
that consumption is not only the object, but 
the mainspring, of all productive activity. 
Ten million people in the British Isles have 
replaced the private profit-maker in the retail 
distribution of their domestic requirements. 
Their 1,500 societies owned in 1 a share 
capital of one hundred million pounds, and 
sold goods to the value of two hundred 
millions. Two hundred thousand workers 
were employed by the Stores themselves, their 
wholesale federations, or the various manu: 
facturing activities which are carried on under 
the control of the organised consumers. 

The object of consumers’ co-operative enter- 
prise is to sell at the lowest possible retail 
price—consequently, all surplus of so-called 
‘profit’? is normally ivided 
the members in proportion 
amount purchased. Members have thus 
a financial interest in the increase 
oí membership and trade, and thus the move- 
ment, as a whole, has never been in danger 
“of developing an exclusive and anti-democratic 
character, inconsistent with its original ideals, 
Its influence in keeping down retail price 
levels in Great Britain during the war and 
since has been frequently remarked. Except 
in Belfast and Lisburn, it is of almost 
negligible importance in Ireland. 

THE AGRICULTURAL ASPECT. 

The consumers’ co-operative movement, 
dominated by an urban democracy, if applied 
on a large scale to agricultural production, 
would replace the farmer by the wage-earner, 
and produce a result not very different from 
the nationalisation of agricultural production 
—so far as the rural producer is concerned. 
Hence agricultural co-operation, as it exists 
in Ireland and elsewhere, envisages its mem- 
bers as producers, and seeks to increase their 
often inadequate prices and profits. Yet 
there is no fundamental conflict of economic 
interest between urban consumer and rural 
producer. For if the latter is to receive the 
highest possible price for his produce, the 
former must pay a price so low that it will 
ensure the consumption of the whole of what 
has been produced, thus eliminating the chief 
cause of distributive waste. 

The Irish Agricultural Wholesale Society, 
since it represents both urban consumers’ 
societies and rural producers’ societies, ought 
| to be in an ideal position to promote domestic 
commerce between them. If this possibility 
is inadequately realised, the reasons are :— 
(1) The negligible imrortance of the con- 
sumers’ movement in the greater number of 
Irish towns, and (2) the preoccupation of the 
producers’ societies with the export market, 
which, of course, is of paramount importance. 
Yet thefmarket, constituted by 800,000 urban 
inhabitants of the Irish Free State, is deserv- 
ing of greater attention than it has yet re- 
ceived, either from the State or the agricul- 
tural co-operative movement. 

AN IRISH EXPERIMENT. 

Theoretically the interests of producers and 
consumers may be integrated on a national 
basis. They may also be integrated to some 
extent on a parish basis. The one successful 
co-operative colony founded under the 
Owenite jinspiration—that established in 
Ralahine, Co. Clare—owed its economic 
success mainly to the skilful way in which 
its manager, Mr. E. T, Craig, combined the 
economics of large-scale production and those 
of large-scale consumption. 

In November, 1831, the Ralahine Agricul- 
tural and Manufacturing Co-operative Society 
was established. It rented, in common, a 
farm of 618 acres, with buildings, machinery, 
and stock (the latter valued at £1,500) at 
a rent of £900 a year. Seven married 
couples, 21 single men, and seven single 
women constituted its initial adult member- 
ship of 40. There were also 12 boys, girls 
and infants. By October,\ 1833, the total 
‘number had risen to 81 by "the admission of 
new members. Farm work was carried on 
in common under the management of Mr. 
Craig and an elected committee. The men 
were paid the standard wage of 8d. a day, 
and the women 5d., with provision for a 
subsequent distribution of profits in propor- 
tion to wages after a sufficient common fund 
had been .ccumulated. T"s children were 
| maintained and educated at the expense of 
the Society; married couples had separate 
living cacommodation, but a co-operative 
‘restaurant was maintained, and all were 
encouraged to ‘‘dine on commons” and 
procure their requirements in the store, which 
was also a part of the communal economy. 
In January, 1832, the average wage of 50 
persons was 4s. a week, but the average 
expenditure of 67 persons (including non- 
producers) for food, fuel, and lodging was 
only ls. a week. The diet consisted 
mainly of milk, potatoes, vegetables, and 
fruit. Afterwards wheat, grown on their 
own farm, was co-operatively ground, baked, 
and consumed as bread—a revolutionary im- 
provement of the standard of living at the 
time. 

The small farmer of the present day lives 
to some extent on the produce of his land, 
but he cannot secure the economies of large- 
scale organisation for consumption. He sells 
his pig and buys American bacon. The 
secret of the enormous improvement in the 
standard of living of these Ralahine Jabourers 
—many of them former members of the 
“Terry Alts,’”’ and other lawless associations— 
was not that wages were higher, but that the 
wastes incidental to small-scale production 
and consumption were eliminated, and fric- 
tion was replaced by good-will and a spirit of 
mutual helpfulness. Unfortunately the land- 
lord whose liberality of mind made possible 
the experiment lost his fortune by gambling, 
and his creditors took possession of the farm 
and broke up the community in November, 
1835, confiscating the improvements that had 
been made, as the law entitled them to do. 

The idea of such a co-operative farming 
society has left no spiritual descendants in 
Ireland, but has been consciously and success- 
fully adopted in Italy and Rumania, where it 
has proved an effective remedy for agricul- 
tural unemployment. Its growth has been 
greatly facilitated by the agricultural credit 
institutions of those countries, based. as they 
are, on local societies of agriculturists, who 
learn through them to trust and help one an- 
other, and thus develop the spirit of co-opera- 
tive enterprise.

At the inguest on John Robinson (71), 
whom he had been attending for chronic 
dropsy. Dr. A. T. Simpson, of Sheffield, said 
that when he called at the house he: found 
Robinson suffering from laudanum poisoning, 
aud that he was convinced that the best 
thing to do was to let the man die, Death 
occurred three hours later. 

“ We could,’’ Dr, Simpson gaid, ‘have 
done nothing to save the man, as it was im- 
possible to get the laudanum out of his 
stomach, and, even then, I would have hesi- 
tated to try and bring him wilfully back 
to life, as, if he had lived, his. life would 
have only been a misery.” 

Conflicting medical evidence was given as 
to the cause of death, and the Coroner ad- 
journed the inquest for an ‘analysis to be 
made. 

“ Dr. Simpson was quite entitled to hold 
that opinion, although it is a very uncommon 
one,’’ Dr. Cox, Secretary’ of ‘the: British 
Medical Association, stated. “ After all, 
every doctor has a right to his own. point 


‘is doing the right thing, and in this par- 
ticular case nothing can be said until the 
post-mortem has en held to ascertain 
whether the man really did die of laudanum 
poisoning.”’

BELFAST FIRM’S CLAIM 
FOR £120,000.

Judge Devitt heard further evidence last 
Saturé 1 into the £120,000 claim of Messrs. 
Lees and Nixon, sawmills proprietors, Belfast, 
for the destruction of Glenfarne Hall, and 
other property, in 1922, by, as. alleged, 
irregular forces. 

Mr. Alexander McEnnis, a timbe> expert, 
said that in 1922 one would have to try and 
‘* ferret-out ’’ buyers for timber as compared 
with 1920, when buyers were looking for 
timber. In 1917 they purchased timber on 
the Glenfarne estate, and at that. time the 
home-growing timber trade was flourishing, 
owing to the war. The timber on the estate 
was: very good; but, being thinly grown, was 
difficult: to handle. The estate was near the 
railway, and that was. the one thing in its 
favour. The price prevailing then for stand- 
ing timber was £1 per ton, or 8d. per oubic 
foot; but in 1922 the price depended on the 
quality of the cutting. 

NINE THOUSAND TREES. 

Mr. C. Forbes, a member of the Forestry 
Department of the Free State Department of 
Agriculture, said that he inspected the Glen. 
farne estate in 1917 for the purpose of pur- 
chasing timber from Colonel Adamson, and 
he found eight or nine thousand trees which 
would be suitable for purchase, There were 
silver fir and hard wood trees also on the 
estate, as well as other qualities that he did 
not take into account.’ In April last when 
he visited the place he found but few stand- 
ing trees; there were only stumps. of trees. 
The Department in 1917 were buying timber 
at 8d, per cubic foot, and if 3d. was the 
figure given as the purchasing price per cubic 
foot in a balance sheet it would go to increase 
the profits. He noticed on his visit recently 
that some trees were cut down inside the past 
twelve months. 

Captain Willington Moloney, a member of 
the firm- of James . Adam _ and _ Sons, 
Dublin, said that he visited Glenfarne 
estate, and he found the mansion in ruins. 
H. found the paths cut up, and, generally, 
the place looked at its worst, as the day was 
wet and the lands were low-lying and boggy 
and marshy. The house was well built and 
beautifully situated, and the highest estimate 
that he could place on it, when in good order, 
w:- £200 per annum and sixteen years’ pur- 
chase. The market value would be £3,200. 

DESTROYED COTTAGES. 

There were eight cottages destroyed, and he 
valued these at £5 per year, and, at twelve 
years’ purchase, would amount to £480. 
Hollybrook, Boyle House and lands of 300 
acres were Sold by Miss Ffolliott at £5,000, 
and at the present time this same property 
is on the market, and the price asked 18 
£1,750, Lord Ypres bought Drumdoe, Boyle 
House antl 177 acres attached for £2,531. 
Since Lord Ypres died the place was sold at 
£2,000,. On this. knowledge he based his 
values of Glenfarne. 

The Captain told Mr. Moore that in the 
whole of his walk through the estate he did 
not rise more than a sparrow. 

Mr, John Crozier, Chief Inspector in the 
Forestry Department of the Free State De- 
partment of Agriculture, stated that in 1920 
Glenfarnée was offered for the purposes of 
reafforestation to the Department for £16,000. 
He a. coir the place, and he found that 
the reaily marketable timber had been cut in 
1915. After he made his report the offer was 
not, accepted. 

Mr. Paul Byrne, engineer, and a valuer in 
plant and machinery, stated that his estimate 
of the plant and machinery was £4,200, and 
for railway service £3,893 9s. 6d. To buy 
th> machinery intact no man would give more 
than £3,000. The rails, after their use were 
ended, would sell as scrap only, and would 
go about £2 10s.‘per ton. There would be 
about 225 tons of rails. 

CATTLE AND FARM PRODUCE. 

Mr. Robert Anderson said that he would 
estimate £1,189 for cattle and farm produce 
from tif claim of the applicants before him, 
and £100 would repair the damage done to 
the shrubbery and the garden. 

Mr. William Humband, a furniture expert 
in the employment of the Board of Works for 
the last twenty-five years, said that he valued 
the furniture in Glenfarne, from details sup- 
plied him, at £1,605 7s. Secondhand furni- 
ture was at its top price in 1918, but after 
the war the prices tumbled down, He could 
not say if there was any old oak or antigne 
furniture at Glanfarne. : 

ARGUMENTS TO BE HEARD. 

The case was closed for ‘both sides so far 
as evidence is concerned, and Judge Devitt is 
to hear arguments at Dublin on certain points 
of the evidence on a date to be arranged, 
and afterwards he will give his decision on 
the claim. 


DUBLIN FATAL MOTOR 
ACCIDENT.

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DRIVER EXONERATED AT 
INQUEST, 

At an inquest in the Mater Hospital, 
Dublin, last Saturday, on Mortimer Clancy, 
aged 47, of 14 Church avenue, who, on last 
Thursday, when alighting from a tramcar at 
the junction of Dorset, street and North Cir- 
cular road, was knocked down by a motor 
car owned by Mr. Dickie, of Swords, and 
driven by his son, and died soon afterwards, 
the jury returned a verdict that death was 
due to the injuries received, and that the 
driver of the car did everything possible to 
avoid the accident. 

Dr. Cullen, house surgeon, stated that the 
deceased man had five ribs broken and sus- 
tained a fractured skull, death being due to 
hemorrhage following the injuries. 

It appeared from the evidence that at 7.40 
on the evening in question, when the tram- 
car stopped the deceased man got off, and, 
hesitating for a moment or two, attempted 
to run towards the side walk. A motor car 
came along, and the radiator struck the de- 
ceased man, who fell under the car. The car 
was fully lighted, the horn was blown several 
times, and it was pulled up within a yard 
after striking the deceased man. It skidded 
when pulled up, and it was in the swerve 
that Clancy was knocked down. 

The jury recommended the relatives of the 
deceased man to the kind consideration of 
Mr, Dickie, and expressed great sympathy 
with the widow and four children of deceased.

“The instalment system is represented as a 
home-breaker, because in America there is a 
spiritual broker: in every house, If properly 
applied, it may a home-maker, and 
should like to see an extension of it through 
our building societies. Already they are 
turning the house into a home. I want them 
to go further,’ and become a sort of 
‘universal aunt’ to their clients, with 
branches in every factory, and trade union 
officers acting as their agents.” 

This was the keynote of an address by 
Major H. L. Nathan, honorary secretary of 
the London Liberal Candidates’ Association, 
to a building societies’ conference in 
Wolverhampton last Saturday. 

A ROMANCE. 

“ The building society movement has gone 
from stvength to strength. Its history reads 
like a romance. But I believe that the time 
has come to develop the building society idea 
to other objects, A substantial proportion of 
the community now own their houses. Why 
should not they own their livelihoods? What 
is it that is now a haunting shadow over the 
path of the working man? It is the fear 
that,. through no fault of his own, the busi- 
ness in which he works may collapse. And 
political system is democratic, the 
industrial is not. The extension of this great 
conception of ownership outside the home 
might solve both these problems. Ownership 
may well prove the ‘open sesame’ to in- 
dustrial peace. Thé building societies might 
help very materially in that process. They 
might deal in goods, and they might also deal 
in shares. They might not merely arrange 
easy terms for expenditure, but easy terms for 
investments. 

WORKING-CLASS INVESTMENTS. 

“There is a vital need for opportunities for 
working-class investments. But at present 
the working man cannot get more than a safe 
five per cent. The building societies could 
provide him with it, and with a simplified 
means of investing. They might turn them- 
selves into investment trusts. . Branches could 
be opened in factories; trades union officers 
might even act as agents. They. could act as 
a conduit pipe for diverting the savings of 
the small holder into the. most productive 
channels. 

“The social value of this extension of the 
building society idea is inestimable. It may 
even be the road to the solution of unemploy- 
ment. At present lack of capital produces a 
lack of work, and a lack of work aggravates 
the Jack of capital. It is like a sinister 
Hampton Court Maze. Our building societies 
might provide us with the ladder to get out.”

CAPTAIN GILES HAS 
RETURN. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Saturday. 

Captain Giles’s aeroplane, the Wanda, in 
which he started off on his attempt to fly to 
New Zealand this morning, is equipped with a 
Wright Radial engine of 220 h.p. and capabie 
of an average speed of 100 m.p.h. Fully 
loaded the craft weighs gd ge 5, 
pounds. The petrol tanks in the fuselage 
and the wings hold 434 gallons of petrol alto- 
gether. 

The Wanda, the wings of which are painted 
yellow and the fuselage blue, is equipped 
neither with a raft nor a wireless set, and 
Captain Giles, when he started to-day, was 
relying on an ordinary. compass to keep the 
machine on its course. It was estimated that 
his fuel supply would give him a cruising 
rodius of Kad 4,300 miles. In the event 
of a forced landing at sea the tanks were so 
arranged that they could be emptied and used 
to keep the aeroplane afloat. e Wanda has 
an open cockpit in which the pilot must face 
wind or rain unshielded. 

Captain Giles this morning had put his 
faith unhesitatingly in the god of luck to 
get him to New Zealand, -and part of his 
equipment consisted of charms. He had hoped 
to fly 9,600 miles from the Golden Gate to 
New Zealand, with Honolulu, 2,400 miles 
distant, as his first objective. 

The plane made a bumpy start at 8.17 
(Pacific coast time), and Captain Giles met 
some difficulty at first in persuading i# to 
leave the ground. Rovitunit, however, he 
succeeded in gaining altitude at about. w foot 
at a time, mh, after circling easily round the 
field, struck out over San Francisco Bay. 
The start was made against the advice of 
the Weather Bureau officials, who declared 
that flying conditions between here and 
Hawaii were not good. In spite of the heavy 
load which the aeroplane was carrying, the 
take-off. was uneventful, and provided no 
spectacular thrills for the few onlookers who 
were present at the field. — 

Before the start Captain Giles announced 
that if he found conditions at sea so bad as 
to make further progress impossible he would 
return, and the staff at Mills Field had made 
all preparations for this eventuality. He 
came back forty-five minutes after he had 
started, and said that he had turned hack 
because he had encountered a milky white 
fog in the vicinity of San Francisco Light- 
ship, twenty miles out. As the weather con- 
ditions showed no hope of improvement, Cap- 
tain Giles announced later that the flight 
was definitely off for to-day. Tha machine 
was then towed into the hangar for minor 
adjustments.

A farmer with forty acres of land was 
summoned at Lisdoonvarna District Court for 
neglecting to send his three children to 
school. Fle was Patrick O’Halloran, of New 
Quay, and it appeared from the evidence of 
tuard Collins that he was very poor and 
delicate. Although he had forty acres of 
land only ten were arable. His last cow died 
a few months ago, and there was now no 
stock in the place. The childten had .no 
clothes, and were dependent on. the neigh- 
bours for food. 

The Justice said that if the circumstances 
were so bad it would seem a reasonable case 
for an application for the committal of the 
children to an industrial school. “ 

Dr. Daly, solicitor for the County Council, 
said that he would have to oppose any such 
application in the interests of the ratepayers, 
who could not afford to relieve any more 
parents of their responsibilities, Here was a 
man with forty acres of land who could not 
feed or clothe his children; but there was 
many a labourer with only one acre of land 
who deprived himself of a smoke of tobacco 
so that his children would have some comfort. 

The Justice agreed that it was difficult to 
understand how a farmer with forty acres 
could be destitute. He directed the Super- 
intendent to make inquiries before the next 
court as to how far the destitution was the 
man’s own fault or misfortune. The Guard 
had stated that the children had no clothes 
or food, and he thought it well to organise 
a subscription in court on behalf of the poor 
children. He would contribute £1. 

Mr. F. F. Cullinan, solicitor, also gave £1:

BRITISH WAR SECRETARY 
REPLIES TO ALARMISTS. 
Replying: to statements by Mr. I lewd 

George and Mr. J. H. Thomas, MP.. tot 
effect that the number of men under arms 
m Europe to-day was considerably more than 
in 1914, the British Secretary of 
War, in an interview. said :-— 
- According to the latest authoritative 
figures, there are 35,552,000 men under arms 
in Furope today. Even this number includes 
1,124,000 in the Red Army of Russia. so that. 
without the Poviet forces. the»tota! is ONniVv 
2,428,000. The total of men under arms 
Europe in 1914 was 5,518,000. As for the 
United States, that country has onlv 118.000 
men under arms. Moreover. the figures tar 
Europe show a big reduction since 1924. when 
Mr Walsh (then Secretary of State for War 
in the Socialist Government) caleulated 
total military forces for all European coun 
tries to aggregate 4.356 466 
r 's As all the world knows, although some of 
our public men to deny 
if, everything possible has been done by this 
Government to pave the way for a general 
limitation of armaments. and. far 
Army IS concerned, it is worthy of note that 
there has been a reduction of 15.000 men 
the Regular forces since 1922. The Army 
Estimatés themselves, I think, bear further 
irrefutable testimony to the example we have 
set, in the limitation of armaments. If, as 1 
should be, the reduced value of money is 
taken into account, it will he seen that the 
British Army expenditure is much lower than 
before the war. The Red Army Estimates, 
however. show a notable increase from the 
equivalent of 45 millions in 1924-5 to 67 
millions in 1926-7.
